Thant, in a report to the 
Security Council, said the Suez 
violence is the most “‘complete 
and sustained’ disregard of a 
UN ceasfire order.

So it is high time that 
everyone who travels long 
distances by air should treat 
himselH{ with- more respect. 
To help him do so, there is 
a new world-wide review of 
resedrch and policies about 
‘time-zone effects’, published 
in Washington last week-end 
by the Federal Air Surgeon, 
Peter. Siegel; and two of his 
colleagues. 


Their paper, which appears 
in the journal Science. draws 


on research on pilots and 
passengers done by airlines 
and government agencies in 
Britain, France, Germany, 
Japan, the Netherlands, the 
U.S. and Russia. 


All the recent findings are 
much the same: during and 
after long eastward or west- 
ward flights, there are periods 
of lowered efficiency. 
jective fatigue. sleering diffi- 
culties and hormone irregular- 
ities. 

Full adjustment t> a new 
time zone takes about a week, 
as measured by such objec- 
tive tests as body tempers- 
ture and sweating in the 
palms of the hands. 

Whether eastward or west- 
werd travel is the more 
taxing is a well-worn topic of 
conversation in airport 
lounges. 

The weight of the evidence 
seems to be ‘in favour. of 
westward flying. as the less 
disturbing. though Siegel and 
his co-authors cite some Ger- 
man experiments not involv- 
ing actual flight, suggesting 
that eastward travel should be 
easier’ to cope with.

Stick to your ‘home’>time 


the nature and severity of 
clock-change effects. 

The American aeromedical 
specialists offer some _practi- 
cal tips for travellers. These 
can be paraphrased as fol- 
lows: stick to your ‘home’ 
time if you-can;-allow for rest 
periods; avoid heavy eating 
and drinking while adjusting: 
don’t take sleeping pills. 

This last point is subtle but 
important. Most sleeping: pills 
tend to suppress the deep or 
‘paradoxical’ phase of sleep 
when—you dream and when 
your brain refreshes itself for 
the next day. 

Does the clock effect make 
long-distance air travel ab- 
surd? Not at all, because the 
distances over which it be- 
comes important are so great 
that the corresponding surface 
journeys take several days or 
even weeks. 

Nor does faster air travel 
make the clock effects signifi- 
eantly worse—in ‘fact it prob- 
ably reduces. it by cuttine 
down the fatigue of travel 
itself. (With the Concorde 
timetable the problems will be 
of a different kind, lie 
avoiding arrival or departure 
in the small hours.) 


But what is absurd is the 
continuing refusal of many air 
travellers and their emplbv-rs 
to accept the need for time 
off, for resetting the biological 
clocks. - 

As Siegel and his colloagues 
point out, Wiley Post -tedk* 
account of ‘time-zone” dis 
placement for his _ record- 
breaking flights round the 
world—and that was nearly 40 
years ago.

work, and rock paintings. 

There are attitudes that go 
deep in Indian family life such 
as a love for children and a 
distaste for the time clock 
and routine within a_ big 
administration. There is a 
deep sense of democracy and 
sharing within gnost bands 
and-Indian communities. 

There’s also a laissez-faire 
attitude towards drinking, a 
disinterest in taking seriously 
the morality behind our laws, 
a tendency to ignore the 
material goals which put so 
many of the rest of us on a 
course of education or train- 
ing, .saving and planning, 
commitment to getting ahead 
and “‘selfamprovement.” 


Model for Whites 


One bright young Indian, 
Duke’ Redbird, argues that 
these attitudes ‘provide a 
model for white society in its 
escape from materialism and 
its rush. into’ the post-indus- 
trial society of recreation and 
non-competition. That's a 
plausible argument but we 
tremble at its weakness as we 
watch our -push to a highly- 
urbanized,. complex society, 
obsessed with education, ex- 
pertise- and techniques. 

7. Is there an interest and

MOSCOW — The Soviet 
Union has the fastest building 
rate for houses anywhere in 
the world. Yet its housing 
shortage is also one of the 
worst. 

The Russian authorities 
have tried to resolve. this 
paradoxical situation in many 
ways but so far without great 
success. The basic reason is 
that housing was neglected for 
so long and so badly that even 
two decades of hectic con- 
struction has not caught up 
with the growing need for 
housing. The problem is not 
only of the quantity of housing 
but also of quality and space, 
Which leave a lot to be 
desired. 


Hilarious 

The poor quality of building. 
workmanship and design, of 
course, has become a Russian 


national joke. Some of the 
examples have a genuine 
touch of surrealism about 


them. Thus, some years ago 

the satirical magazine Kroko- 

dil published a photograph 
| showing a row of. balconies 
fixed to a blank wall with no 
access to them. The editors 
half-seriously suggested the 
| builders had fulfifed their 
| plan for doors but not for 
| balconies. 

One hears of bathrooms 
without drainage connections, 
and of rooms which have no 
doors. Only recently the 
Weekly Literary Gazette pub- 
lished a photograph of a 
wedding register office which 
had no: doors but only a 
window to jump through. One 
irate reader provided the 
caption “deadlock” and many 


suggestions. 
It is, however, a serious 
matter. The fact’ is that 


despite all the planning and 
urging, Soviet construction of 
houses has consistently failed 
to reach the targets provided 
for it since 1961. Great 
concern about this failure has 
been felt at top government 
levels for a number of years.

Inciden- 
tally, the decade beginning 
from 1951 to 1960 is the only 
period when housing targets 
were achieved in the Soviet 
Union. 

All this has naturally led to 
serious investigations and the 
resulf is a number of decrees 
which have been issued by the 
Central Committee of the 
Communist Party and the 
government recently, en- 
visaging a radical reorganiza- 
tion of the whole building 
industry and its procedures. 
Fhe effectiveness of these 
changes will not be clear till 
the end of 1970 and later, 
since many of the proposed 
reforms will be applied from 
the beginning of next year 
only. 

It would appear that two 
complementary approaches 
are to be tried. In the first 
place, the whole network of 
building industry and pro- 
gramming is being centralized 
se that all its requirements, 
including supply of materials, 
can be met through. state 
bodies instead of by individual 
bargaining between factories 
and builders. This would 
mean “tighter control over 
building schedules but also 
assured supplies. Much of this 
delay in building projects can 
be ascribed at present to the 
fitful supplies of materiais, 
while the workers remain idle. 


Incentives 


The second main aspect of 
the reforms is to provide 


building workers with better 


At the same time housing is 
to become even more stan- 
dardized, with - factory-built 
apartments designed for dif- 
ferent sizes of families. -All 
prefabricated plants are to 
change over to’ the new 
processes over the next five 
years. And it must be added 
that in the field of prefabri- 
cated houses the Soviet Union 
not only pioneered the way 
but still holds the lead.-This 
teo implies that greater pro- 
duction of a varity of building 
materials and components is 
simultaneiously planned. 


For the oétupants of the 
new flats an evén more 
cheering prospect is that 
extra emphasis will be laid on 
provision of comforts like 
built-in wardrobes, kitchen 
ranges, etc. They will no 
longer quite feel that they are 
moving into barren boxes. 


Serious Concern 


And at jong last, there is 
evidence serious concern by 
the authorities about the 
quality of architecture. The 
indescribable and depressing 
ugliness of the apartment 
houses built since the war is 
admitted in one of the decrees 
which says “the architecture 
of districts of mass-scale 
housing construction in most 
of the cities and towns of the 
country is monotonous and 
unattractive.” Those respon- 
sible for planning and execut- 
ing building projects are now 
enjoined to give due attention 
to internal as well as external 
design, variety, and color 
together with

Miniskirt Mayor 
Paints City Hall 


SAN JUAN TEOTIRUA- 
CAN, Mexico, (UPI) — San 
Juan Teotihuacan is known 
for two things in Mexico these 
days: the extreme age and 
height of its mysterious pyra- 
mids, and the youth - and 
pretty knees of its mayor. 

The pyramids trace their 
beginnings back 2.600 years, 
and reach a height of about 15 
stories over the cactus-spiked 
plain. The. mayor is 27 years 
old, and her ‘hemlinés reach a 
height of about 34 inches 
above those controversial 
knees. 


The 1960s have come to the 
town — where archeolozists 
say the oldest civilization west 
of the Aflantic was born — in 
the form of the miniskirt 


mayoress, bubbly Mara 
Pineda. 
Miss Pineda wears mini- 


« skirts and knee-high white 
boots. ‘She -painted city heii 
fluorescent pink, beat out™her 
fiance for the nomination and 
has been accused of smoking 
cigars. 

“Oh that horrible cigar 
stury.”” she groaned: one. day 
recently in her office (painted 
and carpeted :in baby blue at 
her own expense). 

“Tt started as a joke. It’s a 
put-on and all those veople 
who get excited about it don't 
get the joke. There’s the 


traditional. picture of _ the 
Mexican politician you 
know, the sombrero, the pistol 
in the belt. and the cigar. 

“So when I was elected 
mayor, a caxtoonist did this 
sketch of me dressed up that 
way, including the cigar. Then 
in a television interview. they 
gave me a cigar to hold as a 
joke. And now I get phone 
calls from the licenciados in 
Mexico City, complaining 
about my supposedly going 
around causing a scand-l by 
smoking cigars in public.” 

The licenciados in Mexico 
City — licenciado is the 
common title for a lawver — 
are the back room. politicians 
who run the staid old party of 
revolutionary institutions 
(PRI). which has controlle? 
the Mexican government. and 
virtually-.all. politics in the 
country, for over 40 years. 

They are most upset with 
their go-go mavoress as news- 
papers dubbed her (t) ‘er 
annoyance). They dom't like 
her miniskirts or youthful 
imave, they are rot even verv 
happy with her being a 
woman, and thev particulariv 
resent the publicity she zets 
and the free-swinging remarks 
she makes. Mexican poli- 
ticians, especially younz ones 
like Miss Pineda, are sup 
posed to be seen and not 
heard. 


No High-Necked Sacks 


“T get tired_of them criticis- 
ing my hemlines. 'm young, I 
feel young and I imtend to 
dress young,”” the mayoress 
told. UPI. “They're not going 
to. get me ‘into some high- 
necked, down-to-there sack or 
whatever it is they think lady 
politicians should wear.” 

“No, TH probably never 
marry- — not unless some 
foreigner will have me,” she 
said... “‘Mexican men are so 
selfish. They just think of me, 
me, me. And they can’t 
accept a woman with abilities. 

“My fiance. was going to be 
the mayor. He was a cinch for 
the nomination, ‘and then in a 
few hours time, the party 
leaders changed their minds 
and picked me instead. That 
was the end of the engage 

, ment. 

“Marriage and a political 
career, or amy career, don't 
mix for a woman im this 
country. I don't have any 
boyfriends. The boys are all 
afraid of me.” 

As. mayor, she had to fight 
for respect in a land where 
women are traditionally rele- 
gated to cooking and bearing 
children. “The pistol-carrying 

‘bosses im the countryside 
figured they’ would walk all 
over the chickie.” as one 
Mexico City newspaper put it. 


“They did think they could ' 


ignore me when I took office 
18 months ago, but they 
respect. me now,” she said. 
For starters, she tripled the 
municipal income by forcing 
the “pistol-carrying bosses” to 
pay their taxes. “Before me, 


tax bill,” she said. “I went 
over those books myself and 
made them pay up.” 

She also installed the town's 
first drinking water system, 
tripled police wages, bought 
the town’s first patrol car,

“I think it’s very prettv. 
Some of these old government 
buildings are so gloomy and 
depressing.”

“It’s really a big sacrifice 
for me being the mayor. I 
have to give up travel and a 
lot of other things I would 
enjoy.

Charles Perrin Johnston, 
one of two Canadian “heart 
transplant patients still alive, 
is writing a cookbook on salt- 
free foods for people with 
heart problems. 

His wife Margaret is help- 
ing him, usiag recipes worked 
out from years of experiment- 
ing with wines, herbs and 
spices substituted for salt.* A 
favorite is Mr. Johnston's 
salt-free bread. 

Mr. Johnston, 55, does not 
need his salt-free diet now, 
but he feels there are hun- 
dreds of Canadians who can 
use his tips. 


LIKE OLD WINE 


On Nov. 17, 1968, Mr. Joha- 
ston—teceived the heart, of 
Ronald Marks, 18, who died in 
a construction fall. He was re- 
leased. from hospital Jan. 3 
and siace then his doctor has 
remarked : 

“You're just like old wine— 
you get better with time.” 

Only one other person has 
survived the 15 transplant op- 
erations performed in Canada 
—nine in Montreal and six in 
Toronto. He is John Parkin- 
son, 53, who. received the 
heart of a 28-year-old woman 
in a Montreal operation Oct. 
3, 1968. 

Mr. Johnston; Toroato fa- 
ther of one, says his weekly | 
hospital visits show a better | 


picture each time he checks 
with Dr. J. K. Wilson. 

He and his wife, a nurse at 
St. Michael's Hospital, lead an 
active life with evenings at 
the theatre and weekends with 
out-of-town relatives. 

They jog and walk a couple 
of miles each day. 


ATTRACTS CROWDS 


Whea he was first released 
from hospital, * doctors told 
him not to do anything-stren- 
uous, so for the first few days 
his exercise was limited to 
walks up a flight of stairs. 

Within a month, however, 
he found no difficulty walking 
to a corner store. In March, 
he and his wife took up jog- 


ging, attracting crowds as 
they ran. 
“We'd just get nicely 


started when someone would 
jump up from behind a tree 
and.snap a camera,” Mr. 
Johnston says.

Hydrangeas Need Garden Soil 


By HILDA BEASTALL 
Back in May a great many lovely pink hydrangeas and 
chrysanthemums in pots were given as Mother’s Day gifts. 


Since then, these potted plants have continued flowering, but

Prairie Settlers | 


Faced Great Danger 


By BOB BOWMAN 

White: settlers on the prai- 
ries were in great danger in 
the summer of 1877. ‘The 
famous In & 
dian Chief 
Sitting Bull 
and 4,000 of 
his followers 
had. fled into 
southern Sas- 
katech ewan 
after deci- 
m ating Gen- 
eral Custer 
andthe U.S. 
Tth Cavalry. 


Bowman 
The Sioux felt they had a 


right to seek shelter in 
Canada. Their ancestors had 
helped Britain in the wars 
against France and the U.S.A 
and had been told they could 
always find safety in the 
“Great Mother's” land. 

However, the newly afrived 
North West Mounted Police’ 
were far from confident that 
they had come peacefully 

On July 8, 1877, Inspector 
Denny met  the/ Blackfoot 
chiefs in Alberta and they told 
him that the Sioux had offered 
them horses, mules, and 
captive white women if they 
would help them wipe out the 
white settlers in the U.S.A. 
Then they could. return to 


Canada and do the same. 

The. Blackfeet ‘refused, but 
were worried in case the Sioux 
would now attack them. In- 


spector Denny promised that 
they would be protected by the 


NWMP but he might have won- | 


dered if he could keep that 
promise. 

There were only 150 mem- 
bers ‘of the police available to 
fight 4.000 Sioux. Chief Crow- 
foot said that he could raise 
2,000 Blackfeet to help the 
police. 

Major Walsh: of the 
NWMP. then visited Sitting 
Bull and said he could stay_in 
Canda if he kept the peace | 
and did not use Canada as a | 
base for attacking the U.S.A. | 

Although Sitting Bull could 
have overpowered the police, 
he agreed to the terms, and 
the Sioux stayed for nearly 
five years until starvation 
drove them back to the U.S.A.

They are worth a try, for they take little space. Just cut 
down the old stems to their base, feed a little general fer- 


tilizer, and give water. 


If the.plants do not make any growth in a sunny position 


they must be counted out. Some may put up a few flowers 
this fall and live over winter outdoors, making fresh growth 


again next spring. 


In apartments, it is difficult to overwinter flowering pot 
plants of these two kinds, since both are primarily hardy 


outdoor plants here. 


In fact, the apartment dweiler might better write off 
potted chrysanthemums since without specialized shading and 
pinching they will only put up a few blossoms in late summer 
or fall at a height of three or four feet. 

Hydrangeas could be kept in pots in apartments if given 
plenty of light and air to prevent growing too large. 

Repotting would have to be done about February, after 
keeping the plants as cool as possible from October on. 

This is no-easy task in an apartment, for “cool’’ means 


between 45 and 50 deg. F. 


My thought for these plants is to give them to folks with 
a garden, where they can be seen and enjoyed as they bloom 


happily for many years.

The officers of the Federation of Telephone Workers of B.C. have led their membership 
into a strike against B.C. Telephone, demanding wage increases of 32.1 per cent by Janu- 
ary 1, 1970 and reduced hours and other benefits bringing the total increase to 43.5 per 
cent. 
B.C. Telephone previously agreed to accept the terms recommended unanimously by 
a federal conciliation board, including a 17-per-cent wage increase by January 1, 1970, 
with 10 per cent effective from last January 1st. 
' The Company considers the terms recommended unanimously by the conciliation 
board to be fair and generous in British Columbia or anywhere else. The following 
information is presented so you can decide for yourself. 


Many jobs in the telephone industry have no counterpart in other business so direct 
comparisons cannot be made with other businesses in British Columbia. It is a fact, how- 
ever, that wages and salaries generally in British Columbia are higher than in other parts 
of Canada. . 


For instance, based on Dominion Bureau of Statistics figures for average industrial 
salaries and wages presented in evidence before the conciliation board, British Columbia 
is 5.2% above Ontario. ' :

-hurting business of local stores. 

However, Esquimialt Alderman Arthur Cuthbert, a re- 
tired naval supply officer who acts as base comptroller for 
Canex, and Lieut. George Dickie_.base_.exchange officer. 
say that downtown discount houses -are sidetracking their 
customers and reducing their business to a minimum. 

They say few women use the facilities and most of ‘the 
male customers are navy personnel. 

Manager of an Esquimalt hardware store, Peacey- says 
army personnel is one of the reasons he’s still able to com- 
pete with Canex:

Canex began operations Jast November despite Cham- 
ber of Commerce officials’ complaints that its operation 
would take business away from local firms. 

Peacey maintains it has. 

“You bet they're hurting us. But in our store we're just 
@ little more ageressive. We don't sit down and cry about 
it.” 

He says Canex is taking in ‘$20,000 a month” which 
normally would be spent in loeal stores 

He cites ‘as an example sale of about 19 television sets 
a week last year but “now I'm lucky if we sell two a month.” 

Cuthbert, in return, says its impossible for Canex to 
underprice civilian discount stores.

“All our ordering is done through our central ware- 
house in Toronto with the exception of a few lines which 
we get: through local jobbers. We deal with trade-brand 
companies and if we undercut our prices, complaints from 
their other customers would force them to refuse to supply 
us."’ 

He and Dickie say prices are set by Canex headquarters 
and, consequently, they are in no position to compete with 
local specials. 

“We're selling soft drinks for $2.08 a case, aS am ex- 
ample, while they're $1.8 downtown.” !
